Mrs. Allen arrived in St Louis 


esterday morning in search of her husband. 
he left St. Joseph on Aug. 17 last, she 
stated, and came to St. Louis. He wrote tojhis 
wife regularly. The last letter she received 


from him, which was a short time 
ago, stated that about Sept. 18 
he was held up on the levee in

LANDED ON HIS HEAD. 


Tim Noonan Meets Death in the Custom 
House Elevator Shaft. 


Shortly after II o’clock this morning Tim 
Noonan, a teamster employed by the St. 
Louis Transfer Co., fell from a freight ele- 
vator in the rear of the Federal Building and 
was instantly killed. He was about 27 years 
old, unmarried and lived at the corner of 
Twenty-third street and Cass avenue. 


Noonan had been sent by the Transfer Co. 
to deliver a large consignment of postal 
cards at the Post-office. He drove around to 
the rear entrance on Locast street and rang 
for the elevator. The man whose duty it's 
to attend to the elevator was 
transacting some business in another 
part of the basement and did not answer the 
summens. Noonan waited a few moments, 
then becoming impatient, tugged at the 
ide rope and started thecarupward. His 
ntention evidently was to boardthe eleva- 
tor when it reached the landing on the first 
floor and then stop tt. 
The pull he gave the rope must have been a 
vicious one for the car commenced to ascend 
ata great rate of speed. As it reached the 
landing upon which ke was standing Noonan 
attempted to step aboard’ but missea his 
footing. The edge of the car in its upward 
fight caught him across the stomach and in 
an instant he was in mid-air, half way up to 
the second story. Before reaching the floor 
above he managed to free himself, but fell to 
the bottom of the elevator shaft into the 
basement,a distance of about thirty feet, 
striking upon his head on the concrete floor 
and instantly killing himself, The car pro- 
ceeded upwards on its flight until it struck 
the heavy beams at the head of the shaft and 
was badly wrecked. 
No one appears to have witnessed the acci- 
dent, though several rsons, attracted by 
Noonan’s cries, turned in time to see him 
falling, Physicians were hastily summoned, 
but before they arrived Noonan was dead. 
A hasty examination revealed the fact that 
his neck had been broken and his skull badly. 
crushed. Death must have been instan.- 
taneous. An ambulance was called and the 
body Was removed to the Morgue. 
Theelevator has long had an uncanny 
reputation with the post-oMce employes and 
has been the cause of quite a numder o 
ore or less serious accidents, but this is the 
rst one that has terminated fatally. It 
is a large, strong affair and ig con- 
structed handling heavy freight. United 
States Commissioner’ Crawford once nar- 
rowly escaped serious injury, while riding 
upon it, while Janitor Long is still upon 
crutches, the result of an accident which 
occurred about two months ago.

BERLIN, Oct. 23.—To-day there is a notable 
gathering at Dresden at the opening cele- 
bration of the jubilee of the service of King 
Albert of Saxony in the army. King Albert 
was born at Dresden on April , 1828, and 16 
chief of the First Regiment of the Saxon 
Grenadiers; commands a regiment of cav- 
alry, a regiment of hussars, a regiment of 
camp artillery, a regiment of Prussian 
dragoons, a regiment of Bavarian infantry. 
The fetes will extend for several days and 
Emperor William will be among those pres- 
ent atthe ceremonies. 

Emperor William arrived here from Berlin 
yesterday morning and the Archduke of 
Austria, who left Vienna yesterday, repre- 
sents the Emperor of Vienna at the King of 
Saxony’s jubilee. 

At the reception held in the marble hall of 
the castle at Dresden last night Emperor 
William in the presence of some of the most 
prominent princes and noted gentlemen of 
the Empire made a remarkably effective ad- 
dress. Turningtowards King Albert the 
Emperor sald: : 

According to human judgment it might 
have been possible for my grandfather, 
father and Gen. Count Von Moltke to have 
been here to-day and joyfully would we 
younger men have followed in their footsteps 
to celebrate a meeting of the leaders ofthe 
army. 

But Providence had decreed otherwise. 
}and it has now fallen upon me to-day to lay 
at your majesty’s feet the good wishes and 
homage of the Germanarmy. Please accept 
the expression of our beartiest and most 
sincere congratulations. Our hearts 
are filled with joy at the fact that 
your majesty is permitted, with unbroken 
strength and vigor and undiminished zeal 
for work as well as unabated interest, to cele- 
brate this day. With the most reverent 
homage the army looks uponthe only great 
commander of that time. In addition the 


enemy. 

Wo Deg your majesty. therefore, to ac- 
cept this baton as the symbol of my homage, 
and at the same time I hope that your maj- 
esty will be long preserved tous and that as 
sO many tried leaders and counsellors of that 
time have. passed away you will be long able 
to assist With mature counsel my labors on 
behalf of the army. 

King Albert has received fa thorough 
education and took active part in 
1848 in the Danish war. The Saxon King also 
foughton theside of the Austrians in the 
battle of Sadowain 1866, which battle first 
gave Prussia a definite idea of her strength, 
and probably led up to some extent to the 


campaign of 1870 71 against the 
French. In the Operations Against 
Mets in tho Franco German 


war and in the operations which led to the 
surrender ofthe French Emperor at Sedan, 
and in the investment of Paris King 
Albert was prominently t-to the front. 
When peace had been concluded and 
the German Empire  frmly estab- 
lished, King Albert of Saxony was made 
Field Marshal and Inspector-General of the 
army. ö 

During the autumn maneuvers of the Ger. 
man and Austrian forces, King Albert has 
repeatediy been a guest of the two em- 
perors and has joined with them in hunting 
expeditions. It is admitted that he is bet- 
ter acquainted withthe good and bad points 
of the Austrian army than any one. In Ger- 
many it is considered asa compliment to him 
as a soldier that the Empefor sent Prince Al- 
bert Victor to Sustogza to represent him. 
A deputation of officers and men of the 8d 
Regiment of Austrian Dragoons, of which 
King Albert is honorary colonel, has arrived 
at Dresden, commissioned to present the 
congratulations of their regiment on the 
jubilee of the Kingof Saxony. The delega- 
tion of Austrian dragoonmen, it is expected, 
will be joined to-day by Field Marshal Count 
Belikan, Col. Count Auersperg. Oapt. Count 
Tharn and chree officers who were in 1866 ap 
pointed attendants on the then Crown Prince. 
Among the other personages to be present are 
the Grand Duke of Saxony, Prince Leopold of 
Bavaria and Dukes Charlies @f Bavaria, 
Sa xe-Altenbourg. Mecklenbourg-Strelitz and 
Princes Schwarzbourg-Sonderres Shauen 
and Reuss. The Emperor will personally 
present to King Albert a valuable souvenir.

SILVER MEN um THEIR TACTICS 
OF OBSTRUCTION. 


Senator Voorhees Announces That He 
Will End the Legislative Day of Last 
Tuesday To-Day—Senator Jones Talks 


to Benator Teller—Work Accomplished 
by the House. 


WasHINGTON, D. O., Oct. 23.—Those who 
were expecting to see the Democratic com- 


promise introduced in the Senate 
to-day, and speedily pass throu gh 
that body, found when the Sen- 


ate met at 10 o’clock that they were more 
than likely to be doomed to disappointment, 

andasthe day wore on the indications in 
that direction became still more marked. 

The opinion is now very general among 
the Senators who will discuss the question at 
all that the compromise billover which the 
Senators were so sanguine Saturday will 
never be introduced in the Senate. The rea- 
son for this change in the situation is found 
in the fact thatthe compromisers have been 
unable to geta sufficient number of pledges 
to guarantee the passage of the bill in case it 
should be introduced, and they have said 
from the beginning that they would bring in 
no bill unless its passage could be assured 
before its introduction. 

Statements differ as to the exact number of 
Democratic Senators who have signed the 
agreement, but the best authority obtain- 
able places the number at thirty-nine, or 
tour less than a majority. These have so far 
found it an utter impossibility to obtain a 
majority on the Democratic side of the enam - 
ber and all overtures to Republicans have 
to far been repelled. It can be definitely 
stated thatthe members of the Steering 
Committee have made individual appeals to 
a great many Republican Senators, but have 
been rebaffed by repealand silver Senators. 
Some of them have given their answers pos- 
itively, while others reply more diplomatic. 
ally that they must see the bill before they 
can give an answer. 

The repeal and the silver Republicans 
unite in opposition to the measure for differ- 
ent reasons, the former because of the fall - 
ure to provide for bonds and because of the 
provision for coining the seignorage and the 
latter because of the short time the Sherman

might be possidle for the two Repudlican 
factitons~ to unite upon a dill and 
with the aid of the Populists and pos- 
sibly a few Democrats get it through. 

The situation is puzzling to the Democratic 
senatorial managers, and they seem quite at 
sea what step to take next. They have not 
abandoned all efforts to bring the Senators 
who have so far refused to put their signa- 
tures tothe agreement to see that it is the 
best thingtodo. It is also understood that 
they are still seexing to secure the ap- 
proval of the President, whhout whose 
acquiescence they cannotaccomplish any- 
thing. It is even intimated that if he gives 
his consent it will be impossible to obtain 
some of the missing names, If the compro- 
mise is definitely dropped, as it seems in- 
evitable that it will be, the Senate may pur- 
sue either of the three courses. It may ad- 
journ until Dec. 1, press the bill on the 
present plan or attempt to secure the 
adoption of a cloture resolution. One or two 
Democratic Senators expressed themselves 
this morning as favorable to adjournment, 
but the matter has not been canvassed suf- 
ficiently to warrant any prediction. 

Senator Hill will doubtless press his cloture 
proposition if he can obtain assurance of 
sufficient assistance to make it worth while 
to do 80. 

The Senate entered upon the twelfth 
week of the present session at 10 
o’clock this morning. No adjournment 
having occurred since a week ago to-day, the 
legislative day of Tuesday, Oct. 17, still con- 
tinues. a 

Mr. Stewart (Rep.) of Nevada gave notice of 
an amendment which he intended to offer to 
the repeal Dill, proposing a conference to be 
held at Washington within nine months be- 
tween delegates of the United States, Mexico, 
Centraland South America, Hayti and San 
Domingo, for the adoption of a common sil- 
ver coin to be legal tender in all commercial 
transactions between the countries repre- 
sented in the conferences. 

The House joint resolution for the printing 
of 2,000 copies of the hearings before the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means of the House was 
agreed to withan amendment making the 
number 4,000, to be divided equally between 
the Senate and the House. i 

The consideration of the bill to repeal the 
purchasing clauses of the silver act of 1890 
was then resumed, and Mr. Jones (Rep.) of 
Nevada entered upon the fourth tnstallment 
of his argument in opposition to the Dill. 
Mr. Jones made an elaboration of the argu-

WORE IN THE HOUSE. 


Bills Passed in Spite of the Continued 
Delay in the Senate. 


WasSHINGTOR, D. O., Cot. .- The Senate 
amendment to the Rawlins bill for the re- 
lief of the Mormon Church was agreed to. 

A bill authorizing the payment of expenses 
of Louis L. Williams, World's Fair Commis- 
sioner from Alaska, was objected to by Mr. 
Kilgore on the ground that it woula inaugt- 
rate a deluge of claims against the Govern- 


ment growing out of the World's Fair. 

The printing bill passed, 167 to 17. 

Consideration of the bill to provide for the 
construction of a steam revenue cutter on 
the Great Lakes to replace the Andy Johnson 
was then resumed. ‘ 

Mr. Loud of California offered a substitute, 
including provision fora revenue cutter for 
the harbor of San Francisco. 

Chairman Sayres of tne Appropriations 
Committee opposed the substitute and served 
notice on his Democratic colleagues that un- 
less they joined with him in economizing 
this would be a billion-dollar Congress. Mr. 
Loud withdrew the substitute and the bill! 
was passed, 

According to the special order adopted last 
week, the House then proceeded to the con- 
sideration of the bankruptcy bill. Mr.Oates, 
who has charge of the bill, opened the debate 
in advocacy of it. 


POSTAL AND WAR REPORTS: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 23,—The Sixth 
Auditor ofthe Treasury Department, John 
B. Bromley, who has charge of the finances 
of the Post-office Department, submitted has 
his report for the fiscal year ending June 
80 last to the Postmaster General, The re- 
port shows that the net revenues of tne en- 
tire department for the year were $77,896,933, 


and thatthe expenditures were $81,084,104, 
making a deficit of $5,178,881. The receipts 
of the money order department for the quar- 
ter ending Jane 80 were $245,045, and for the 
entire year $914,065. 

The value of the stamped envelopes and 
stationery issued was $72,259,513, and the re- 
ceipts from the rent of post-office boxes 
amounted to $2,492,336. 

Among the expenditures are $23,000,826 paid 
to railroad companies for the transportation 
of mails. The debit side of the report also 
shows that the amount lost on mail depreda- 
tions was $237,238. 

Adjt.-Gen. Robert Williams, in nis annual 
report to the Secretary of War, says:

Williams believes that military m- 
structions now provided for colleges should 
be extended to the high schools, and he rec- 
ommends legisiation authorizing the detail 
of twenty-one additional officers. He be- 
lioves that the number of military students 
at West Point should be increased so as to 
make the humber of cadets ten in each class. 
This would give him authority ta appoint 
forty instead of ten, as now. 

On the subject of Indian enlistments in the 
army, Gen, Williams says: From a careful 
consideration of the whole subject 1 cannot 
resist the conviction of the advisability of 
enlisting Indians into the regular regimental 
organizations. Indians, when under an ef- 
fective discipline, make excellent skirmish- 
ersand scouts, and I am strongly of the 
opinion that their employment as army 
scouts would be of great usefulness tothe 
military establishment.’’ This is the last 
annual report which Gen, Williams will 
make, as he will be placeg- on the retired list 
next month. 


A CLAIMANT’S FAMOUS CASE, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 23.—Secretary 
Gresham has for some time had under con- 
sideration the question of a settlement of the 
claim of Sam Chester Reed, the surviving son 
of commander of the privateer brig, Gen. 
Armstrong, from the residue of the money 
appropriated by Congress as a reward for the 
service Gone by the privateer in defeating a 
British squadron in September, 1814. The 


battle between the Armstrong and three 
British ships occurred in the harbor of Fayal 
in the Agores. After a day’s battle Reed de- 
feated the three — ships, which were 
—. of an expedition concentrating at 
amaica to join Admiral Cochrane before 
New Orleans, and Reed’s stand detained 
them until too late to be effective in fighting 
Gen. Jackson, This detention, it is claimed, 
saved New Orleans and Louisiana from 
British conquest. 

The Portugese Government refused to honor 
a claim made by the United States st 
Portugal for indemnity on allowing a British 
ship to freonan American ship in one of its 
harbors, but Congress in 1882 appropriated 
$50,000 for the benefit of the owners, officers 
and crew of the Armstrong, and the present 
claimant, Sam Chester „ secured his 
father’s share, amounting to about $40,000 
The claimants did not appear and Reed con- 
tended that the $10,000 set aside for their 
share sh en ° Gresh.-

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THE DOSE WAS FATAL. 


Motite Robinsen, a Fallen Woman, Ends 
Her Lite With Poison. 


Mollie Robinson, who has been living with

FLEET AND FORTS, 


An American’s Description of the En- 
gagements Before Rio. 


New ToRR, Oct. 23.—Graphic details of the 
bombardment of the city of Rio by the rebel 
fleet under the command of Admiral De 
Mello are given by Dr. Auty, surgeon of the 
Galileo, which has arrived from Santos. 
The Galileo arrived at Rio on Sept. 6 and left 
there on the 17th for Santos, from which port 


she sailed for New York on Sept. 28. 
„„On the mornin of Sept. 
the naval rebellion broke 
said Dr. Auty, ‘‘the city would certainly 
have been bombarde had i 
been for the intervention of a dodnen 2 
foreign naval officers held aboard the French 
flagship Arethuse. All “ay there was the 
greatest excitement in the harbor. The 
rebel ships steaming up and down and evi- 
dently only awaiting the Admiral’s orders to 
open fire. The only fighting we heard of was 
a skirmish between the regular troops and a 
squadron of rebel cavalry who were quickly 
driven out ofthecity. This was about the 
only fighting that the regular troops have 
done, for they Arp. i to be distrusted by

National guards 2 volunteer troops. 
The folllowing day the city was declared 
under martial law and all communication 
was cut off between the shore and the mer- 
chant ships in the port. We received forty- 
eight hours notice of the Dombardment 
which, however, did not * until a week 
afterwards. For several ays there was 
desuitory fighting in. the harbor; the rebels 
seemed to concentrate their efforts on the 
reduction ofthe naval oo at Nictheroy. 
Mostof the heavy firi was at night and 
during the day Zotillas of rebel launches 
made raids on incoming cattle ships and 
whatever coal depots rece within their 
reach. Their aim seemed be to victual 
abd coal their ships so that they might be 
independent of any communication from the 

Several boat loads of rebel marines 
@astidden descent one afternoon on a 
big Senter filled with cattle which had just 
been taken from a steamer from Buenos 
Ayres. It was terrible to see the savager 
with which they siafightered the beasts wit 
their swords and bayonets. 

‘*There was one big steer whick they 
called Peixoto, and I suppose fifty marines 
buried their weapons in him, yelling like 
Indians and apparently as exultant as if 
the poor beast had been the hated President 
himself. All the merchant ships were moved 
upthe Bay onthe morning of Sept. 18to be 
out of the line of fre and the British cruiser 
Racer steamed down tothe harbor to warn 
off all foreign vessels which might attempt 
to enter. 

he big cruiser Republica opened the ball 
at IIa. m. dy ring on the Arsenal, and the 
Galileo was $0 near that we could hear every 
one of her shots strike. The’ flagship 
Aquidaban, the Monitors Javery and Trajono 
and a steam frigate took up 1 
firing but they seemed to do little dama 
The Aquid aban’s engines were out of o or 
and the Trajano had to be towed in and out 
of action, but the way the Republica was 
handled was really splendid, She fired more 
shots than all the rest of the feet 
put together, and- when she drew out of 
action at nightfall she was cheered by every 
foreign man-of-war in the harbor. There 
Was no heavy fighting after that until we left 
Rio on the 17th. 

Some of the rebel naval officars told me 
that they proposed first to give the 
town a taste of what they could do, and if 
that had no effect they intended to destroy 
it utterly. At sentos all was quiet when the 
Galileo left, but the troops of the Govern: 
ment were hard at work fortifying the 
harbor, They hadthrown up masked bat- 
teries along thp shore, which, however, 
were armed with ‘hothing "more formidabié 
than small field pieces, absolutely useless 
against any vessels that Admiral Mello might 
send against them. 

In the encounter between the Republſea 
and the fort at the entrance of Santos Harbor 
it was said that one man was killed by a shot 
from the truiser, but tne officers of the 
Galileo say the casualty was caused by the 
bursting of the solitary gun in the fort.

The Breweries Let Out Their Union 
Drivers and Stablemen. 


BATTLE TWIN CAPITAL AND LABOR 
Is NOW FAIRLY on. 


The Bosses Declare They Will Not Stand 
Dictation and the Workmen Intend 
Fighting Them by Means of the 
cott—-A Delegate’s Statement of the 
Demands of the Men. 


The fight between the brewery wagon 
drivers and stablemen and their bosses was 
inaugurated in earnest to-day when the syn- 
dicate breweries and the outside breweries 
allied with them began discharging 
their union drivers as soon as 
the men came in from their morning trips.

FIGHT IN ATENEMENT HOUSE RESULTS 
IN CUTTINGS, 


Two Men So Seriously Wounded That 
They Cannot Live—A Frisco Freight-

NEWARK, N. J., Oct. 28.—During a free fight 
ina tenement house at 2 Van Buren street 
last night two men were fatally and one se- 
riously stabbed.

Then 
he ran from the building and made good his 
escape. 

Dr. Robinson and County Physician Elliott, 
who examined the men, said that Joseph 
Ganelo, the cripple, and Francitto cannot 
live, as their wounds are necessarily fatal.

The compromise would be a vic- 
tory only for bargain-counter legislation 
and for the silver protectionists who have 
banded together to promote their special 
interests at the expense of the country. 

The adoption of the compromise would 
settle nothing except that the Democratic 
party is unable to redeem its pledges and 
is powerless to legislate and govern on the 
line of Democratic principles and policies, 
With this compromise of principle and 
honor as the fruit of Democraticrule, upon 
what plea could the Democracy go to the 
country next fall and ask the confidence 
and support of the people?

Im Less Than Four Months There Have 
Been 100 Persons Kfiled Outright in 
Wreeks and 449 Daagerously Injures, 
a Large Percentaga,of Whom Have 
Died—Ordinary Fatalities Where There 

Wes No Train Wrecked Not Included 

in the Number—Last Year's Awfal 
Showing. 

Since the World's Fair opened the number 
of peovie killed and maimed in railroad 
wrecks has been something awful tocontem- 
plate. Some have been crushed under the 
wheels and others roasted or scalded to 
death by the coaches catching afire or water 
rushing from the engine boller as @ result of 
wrecks. 

To show how great has been the loss of life 
and to What tent one of the machines of 
peace and civilizatgon demands human blood 
to oll its cogwheels, the Post- DISPATCH pre- 
sents a record of the railroad wreeks from 
the present date back to the beginning of 
the Accident“ year, as it is termed by the 
Interstate Commission, which beginson July 
1. This list has been compiled from the tele- 
grams sent out -by the Associated 
Press and special dispatches and does 
not include the hundreds killed 
by trains in cases where there were no 
wrecks. Many have been run over and 
pinched to death while coupling cars anda 
fallen off or jumped off trains in motion, 
which casualties are not calculated in the 
aprended table. 

During the year ending June 30, 1898, there 
2,554 rallroad employes killed outright and 
276 more passengers than in the preceding 
year; 28,267 railway employes were injured 
and 3,227 passengers hurt. These are rail- 
road figures and are none toolarge. One 
has but to reflect that this nuniber exeeeds 
that of any year of many severe wars to 
comprehend the gravity of the situation. 
The list given below is only for the months 
of July, August and September and for Oc- 
tober up to date, a period of less than four 
months, and the list of deaths only includes 
those who were killed instantly. A large 
per cent of the people placed iu the injured 
column have since died of their hurts, many

A LAKE MYSTERY. 


Finding of a Wreck Supposed to Be a 
Steamer Sunk in a Collision. 


CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 23.~—A large vessel, 
evidently a steamer, has gonetothe bottom 
of Lake Erie a few miles from this port. 
Who she is or when she went down isa 
mystery. 

Capt. Joseph Single of the fishing tug R. T. 
Roy made the startling discovery yesterday. 
He was running out to lift hisnets, when he 
saw the spars of a sunken vessel protruding 
from the water, There were three 
single stick spars, with white painted

About thirty feet were exvoosed. Capt. 
Single took soundings and found that she 
was lying in thirteen fathoms of water. =

steamer. Her identity isa mystery. No ves- 
sels have yet been reported lost. The un 
known must have gone down since Friday, 
for her wreck was not seen on that day by 
boats passing the spot. When she could have
